Dr. i^rnice H. Jarman, 
reglstar, disclosed that tne admin- 
istration expects a total summer 
school ahrollment in excess of the 
1944 figures. 

Whitley P. McCoy and John S.

Early in November we took our first crack at 
student politics and the political system. We thought 
* 1 **. officers and Student Council officers unrepresent- 
ative of the entire student body. Now that the Student 
Council elections are over, and only 1,200 out of 5,500 
students voted, we still think the same thing. Officers 
represent only a small minority, mostly- pressure 
groups organized into so-called political parties.
